PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


_97. No petition for any Private Bill 
suall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the pagers shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars, 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least cight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned.

Amendment to the Criminal Appeal 
Rules Made by the Court of Appeal 
of the Province of British Columbia 
(Made Pursuant to Section 424 of 
the Criminal Code, with the Concur- 
rence of a Majority of the Judges of 
the Court of Appeal of British Co- 
lumbia Present at a Meeting Held for 
the Purpose of Amending These 
Rules). 


The Criminal Appeal Rules, 1959 
(B.C. Reg. 241/60 at page 367), are 
hereby amended as follows:— 

1. The following is added as Rule 6A:— 

“6a. An appellant who has been re- 
fused leave to appeal his conviction upon 
a question of fact or mixed law and fact 
by a Judge of the Court, and desires to 
have the application for leave to appeal 
determined by the Court under section 
583 (3) of the Criminal Code, shall file 
notice in writing with the Registrar of the 
Court where leave was refused in Form 
CC, within seven days after the refusal. 
The Registrar shall forthwith notify 
Crown counsel engaged upon the appeal, 
or the Attorney-General of the Province, 
of the receipt of the notice, furnish him 
with a copy, and place the application 


for leave to appeal upon the list of 
appeals under Rule 13, and deal with it 
accordingly.” 


2. The following is added as Rule 
12B:— 

“12s. The Registrar shall determine 
under the supervision of the Court 


whether an application for leave to ap- 
peal conviction on a question of fact, or 
leave to appeal sentence, shall be heard 
by a Judge or by the Court.”
